First Quarter 


VISALIA California 
Livestock Marketing association 
handled more livestock, grossed 
more dollars and had better 
margins in the first quarter of 
1968 as compared with the same 
period in 1967, according to 
H.C. Jackson, retiring manager, 
in a report to directors, meeting 
at Turlock. 

Jackson said that CLMA 
made gains in earnings for the 
first quarter of 1968 or $20,000 
over budget estimates and 
$50,000 over the first quarter of 
1967. It handled 122,149 
livestock worth $11,287,422 
compared with budget hopes of 
97,000 livestock and $8,645,650 
and 1967 first quarter figures of 


100,240 livestock and 
$8,196,941. 
Jackson. declared that 


prospects for 1968 now appear 
brighter than predicted at the 
beginning of the year and much 
better than 1967. His report 
indicated that in all departments 
and salesyards, except the Alta 
yard, showed. volume = and 
income growth equal to or 
better than the corresponding 

period in 1967. 

The Red Bluff market had 
approximately 25,000 cattle for 
the first quarter of 1968, 42% 
above budget estimates, Last 
year it handled 18,000 in the 
same period. Dollar volume was 
up $1,200,000 or 50% above the 
association’s estimates for the 
first quarter and 1-1/3 million 
dollars more than for the same 
period of 1967. This is the 
second best first quarter in the 
last six years at Red Bluff, being 
exceeded only by the 1966 
marketing period. 

The Stockton market had its 
best first quarter in six years and 
showed an increase in numbers 
for all species, surpassing all 
budget estimates and last years 
figures. Gains were also 
registered by Dixon sales yard 
and the county sheep and Visalia 
county cattle departments. 
Madera salesyard and the Dairy 
Herd improvement association 
record keeping were in line with 
expected volume and income.

MUNICIPAL PHYSICAL CONDITIONING 


Commendable is the city of 
Porterville’s participation in the 
national physical fitness pro- 
gram. 

In fact the construction of 
obstacle courses where sidewalks 
should be is a stroke of imagina- 
tive genius that should put Por- 
terville high on the list for all- 
American city honors. 

The placing of utility poles in 
the middle of new sidewalks, or 
the construction of new side- 
walks centered around utility 
poles, whichever the case may 
be, is sure to create a Porterville 
citizenry marked by grace and 
agility, or a citizenry marked by 
permanent knots on the front of 
its cranium. 

In adjacent photos, an ordi- 
nary obstacle is shown at top, 
possibly a little off-center, but 
positioned in such manner as to 
bring the unathletic, the unco- 
ordinated or the unsuspecting 
pedestrian to somewhat sudden 
attention. 

Lower photo shows a more 
sophisticated and’ challenging ob- 
stacle on which a fire alarm box 
protrudes at about head level. 
Engineering data supports the 
thesis that this obstacle is de- 
signed to create great ringing of 
bells and flashing of lights - 
heard and seen only by persons 
afoot who have not yet mastered 
the art of observance and agility.

There are many vines suitable 
for planting this month of June. 
Some of. them grow quickly for 
shade or screening and others 
grow slowly to cover small areas. 
Probably the fastest are wisteria, 
honeysuckle, and the orange 
trumpet vine. These you have to 
stand back from or they'll grab 
you like an octopus. 

There are evergreen vines for 
permanent cover like star 
jasmine, lavender trumpet vine, 
ivy, and Carolina jasmine. They 
are not, so fast growing but 
require less pruning and do a 
good job of remaining neat and 
pretty. More exotic climbers 
include passion vine, 
bougainvillea, and Burmese 
honeysuckle. These are colorful 
plants but a little more tender to 
frost. 

New this week is a shipment 
of red clay pots of different 
design and also of Mexican pots 
brightly colored. Included are 
some hanging pots and things 
you would have to see to 
believe. Might even do for a 
Father’s Day present to brighten 
the patio around his easy chair. 

Forest humus and American 
peat moss are still on a special 
sale which aids your pocket 
book along with helping the 
plants survive summer. A good 
mulch of either keeps the roots 
air conditioned, controls weeds, 
smells nice, and looks pretty.

chine Picked In 1967-68 Season 


~ BAKERSFIELD - During 
‘the 1967-68 season, California's 
056,000 bale cotton crop was 
percent machine picked and 
one percent machine scrapped. 
Less that .05 percent of the 
crop was hand picked. 

This compared to the 
national average which shows 
67 percent of the cotton crop 
was machine picked, according 
to a report prepared jointly by 
the Economic Research service 
and the Consumer and 
Marketing service. 

California growers paid an 
average of $21.36 for saw 
ginning and wrapping a 500 
pound bale of Upland cotton 
during the past season, an 
increase of $1.95 above the 
1966-67 season. Belt wide the 
average charge was $18.60 per 
bale, which varied from $21.36 


per bale in California to $13.36 
in Alabama. 

The pounds of seed cotton 
required for a 500 pound bale 
this past season in California by 
method of harvest were: 
Machine picked, 1,595 pounds; 
hand picked, 1,496 pounds; and 
machine scrapped, 2,446 
pounds. 

Charges for receiving cotton 
at public warehouses in 
California were 50 cents per 
bale compared to 83 cents 
across the cotton belt. The per 
bale storage charge of 51 cents 
per month was slightly below 
the national average of 54 
cents. 


In 1967 the farmer received 
an average of 38 cents of the 
consumer food dollar spent on 
the market basket of farm foods, 
two cents less than in 1966.
